The Law on the Sub of the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph ilroad Bonds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON Cir x, February 10, 1881. 

The offer of the Hannibal and St. Joe Rail- 
road Company to pay into the Treasury 
$3,000,000 has excited universal interest and 
attention and it has been the expressed inten- 
tioh of State officials to favor the acceptance 
of the money until the Post-Dispatcn edi- 
torial on the subject appeared. Now there is 
some doubt aboutit. The Fund Commission- 
ers heard arguments, however, and it is very 
probable that the following sections relating 
to this business may be interesting to the pub- 
lic, and more especially the proviso at the end 


of section two. 

The Fund Commissiovers will likely con- 
sider this and, if they accept, should require 
the company to idemnify the State agent any 
lors by paying the interest on the amount for 


seven years. The following are the two 
sections of the act in question. 
It is probable that Gov. Crittenden will sub- 


mit the whole matter to the Legislature in a 

special message, Which he is now preparing.

Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad State in- 
debtedners: 

Sec. 2. Whenever the trustees provided for 
in the first section of this act shall pay into 
the Treasury of the State a sum of money 
equal in amountto all indebtedness due or 
owing by said company to the State, and all 
liabilities incurred by the State, by reason of 
having issued her bonds and loaned the same

The Treasurer of the State is hore- 
by uuthorized and directed to receive of the 
trustees aforesaid in payment of the three 
million of dollars and interest, as provided in 
the second section of this act, any of the out- 
standing bonds ofthe State bearing not less 
than six per cent interest, or of the unpaid 
coupons thereof at their par value.

journment more than once in one debate. 
The Speaker may direct a member to discon- 
tinue his speech if irrelevant or consisting of 
tedious repetitions; that no division shall be 
taken on motions, that the Speaker do leave 
the chair, and that the House do now proceed 
to consider the bill, and that the Speaker may 
order a division by rising and sitting, so as to 
avoid the delay of the presentsystem. The 
sume rules will be applicable when the House 
ix in committee, with the exception of the 
providing for closing the debate.

DOOMED TO DESTRUCTION. 


Burning of the Southern Oil Works at 
Memphis—Loss $125,000. 

MEMPHIS, TENN., February 10.—The 
Southern Oil Works burned this morning. 
Loss about $125,000; insurance, $100,000. Full 
particulars later. 

DETAILS OF THE BLAZF. 

MEMPHIS, February 10.—At 5 o’clock this 
morning a fire was discovered in the stock- 
room of the Southern Oil Works, in the north- 
ern portion of thecity. The flames spread 
with such rapidity that the workmen em- 
ployed had barely time to escape with their 
lives. The combustible nature of the material 
soon enveloped the entire structure, which, 
together with two thousand barrels of oil, 
a thousand tons of oil cake a 
1,000 tons of cotton seed was totally destroyed. 
The building and contents were valued at 
$200,000, on which there was an insurance of 
$123,000, divided in sums ranging between 
$1,000 and , 000, which was carried by the 
following companies: Western, of Toronto:

NEW YorxK, February 10.—A dense fog and 
large floes of ice on J] ong Island Sound pretty 
effectually impe ed naviration through that 
channel du the night und this morning. 
Up tol tihng afternoon, none of the large 
boats had reached the docks of this city. 
Ferry yi T is diflicult on account of the 
ice and jog. It has been raining heavily most 
of &. the day and the danger of 
a water famine is averted, 
Seldom have the streets presente la more la- 
mentable and disgraceful aspect than they do 
this morning. The sidewalks are flooded the 
whole width with water backed from the ac- 
cumulated and frozen snow in the roadway, 
and all the e wilks are ponds of water. 

Along the down'‘town water front the back- 
water has flodded nearly all the cellars of 
South Water d Front streets anda large 
force of men is*kept busily employed in drain- 
ing them out h pails or drawing water up 
with suction pumps. In addition to this

Undermining Bridges and Culverts. 

CotumpBrs, O., February 9%.—The high 
wuter is making much trouble for the most of 
the railroads in this section by undermining 
the bridges and washing out culverts. Last 
night as a train on the Scioto Valley Railroad 
was about crossing the bridge over Rush 
Creek, near Pleasant Vale, the engineer dis- 
covered one end of the bridge was damaged by 
water. It was too late to reverse the engine,

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: "Miss Louisa de la Rame in Her Floren- 


tine Home—A Noted Woman. 
Florence Letter to the Boston Post. 

The present century is credited with having 
produced two writers of unfathomable de- 
‘signs and sentiments—Byron and Benjamin 
Disraeli. To this brief category ought to be 
added the name of Miss Louisa de la Rame, 
better known as “Ouida.” She is a highly ex- 
traordinary personage, as her writings plainly 
indicate, and the obscurity which haloes her 
existence, added to the vindictive feelings to 
which her soci:! thunderbolts from time to 
time give rise, has been the cause of much 
ossip detrimental to her repu- 
tation. In her books prudes 
find withal to cavil at, while society belles 
tremble for fear of being transfixed by more 
of her well-aimed darts; but the younger and 
less sophistical of Ouida’s readers love her 
for her earnest and forcible appeals in behalf 
of dogs and others of the dumb race. Of 
Ouida’s early life very little is known. Her 
mother either died or was separated from her 
father when she was quite an infant; but, as 
Mr. de la Rame was unfortunately a man of 
abandoned habits, although possesseed of a 
splendid education and fine literary abilities, 
it is to be premised that it was not death that 
‘deprived the great novelist of a mother’s care. 
Be this as it may, the father devoted his 
otherwise wasted talents to one sole object—

with so great success that, so it is said, at the 
age of-four years, she wrotea child’s story in 

rinted capitals. She accompanied her father 
n all his many and promiscuous wanderings 
in foreign countries; and to this fact are at- 
tributed the absinthe drinking of gay and 
wanton revelry, which have from time to time 
cropped up in the works of the versatile and 
briliiant writer. Ouida's decisive tempera- 
ment is almost as creat as the obscurity of her 
origin. It is to this characteristic she is in- 
debted for her nom de plume. Her father, 
although a naturalized Englishman, was of 
French origin, and French was, in conse- 
quence, the young lady's vernacular. To 
any question Which necessitated an 
aftirinative reply Mlle. de la Rrme 
could never content herself with a 
simpie “oui: it was invariably “‘oui-da,”’ 
„most certainly.“ By her father and his 
companions was she ever known as Ouida, 
and, on entering the field of literature, she 
took to the endearing epithet as the cogno- 
men under which to launch out the pro- 
ductions of her clever pen. Ouida, she says, 
is her pet name, and the world has no right to 
any other. Notafew of QOuida’s many cal- 
uniniators have asserted that she has changed 
her maiden name tothat of Mrs. Somebody 
else, but that her husband has been com- 
celled to separate himself and property from 
— onthe ground of her singular temper- 
ament and strange mode of life. Even worse 
things than this have been alleged; but never 
were 

SCANDALS MORE UNTRUE. 

A Florentine marquis of youth and prop- 
erty once wooed and almost wonfthe celebrated 
writer: but Ouida happily discovered in time 
her suitor’s fascination for the wife of an- 
other, broke off the engagement, and, by do- 
ing so, probably saved her unsullied name 
from being involved in a sad scandal. This 
Uarrow escape gave Ouida two characters be- 
fore unknown to her, at least practically. She 
has impaled both male and female offender in 
one of her novels in so unmistakable a man- 
ner as to necessitate them to abstain from 
the gay world they love so well, 
and to purge their offenses by living a se- 
cluded life in the suburbs of the Tuscan 
capital. Ouida’s abode is also in the out- 
Skirts of Florence. Her villa stands upon a 
green eminence, surrounded by corn fields 
and meadows, vineyards, hills and streams, 
some three miles from the city. The interior 
of her residence 1s daily adorned with flow- 
ers and curiosities from all parts of the civ- 
ilized world, as well as by paintings, many of 
which are from her own brush. But as an 
artist Ouida will never be known, although 
she is proud of her productions. She shines 
‘far better with her pen than with her palette. 
She works out-doors in summer, in-doors in 
winter. A greyhound, her favorite dog, is 
always her companion. 

HER DOGS AND HER HORSES 
—— to be the only living things with which 
she is not at variance in some way or another. 
She writes rapidly, and never erases or adds a 
word until her copy is in type. She pursues 
her independent course of life after her own 


- ideas of pleasure and comfort, regardless of 


any one, in many ways, in open defiance of 
the laws of propriety, and the estabiished 
rules of social life, at least of those recognized 
by less gifted women. Besides her dumb 
teak of which she so dearly loves to plead 
he cause with her pen, her only attendants 
are an old woman-of-all-work and a man to 
whose care, under ber own supervision, she 
entrusts her horses. Ouida is eccentric, per- 
haps unduly severe in her criticisms of so- 
ciety.’’ but the more serious charges 
which have been laid at her door cannot be 
supported. The attempts made to compare 
her earlier lifé with that of George Sand’’ 
are unpardonable. Like those of ‘‘George 
Sand,“ her productions surprise many and 
shock not afew, but this fact is due to her be- 
ing an Englishwoman. Were she French, the 
case would be different. She has declared 
War against what is bad in society, and she 
bravely keeps up the fight. The scenes she 
witnessed in her wf days have taken deep 
rootin her recollection. She knows better 
than perhaps any woman living what is be- 
Coming and what is otherwise, and not afraid 
to condemn and ridicule the one and extol the 
other. 
A SHUDDER OF nonnon 
goes through the many questionably gav ones 
of Florence when it is known that Ouida is 
about to add another to her list of publica- 
tions. Every prominent belle, stricken by 
conscience, dreads lest she be impaled in the 
work that le going forth to satisfy the many 
expectant ones in many lands. On such Oul- 
dais works have a wholesome effect; and the 
day must come when the authoress of ‘‘Ari- 
adne“ will have her name on the list of great 
-social reformers, and at no great distance be- 
neath that of the inimitable author of Mar-

Carlyle’s Sartor Resartus.”’ 
From the New York Tribune. 

‘‘Surtor Resartus” was written at Carlyle’s 
rural home. In 1833 he went with it to Lon- 
don to find a publisher. Nobody wanted it; 
no one understood it. The “reader’’ for one 
publisher said it was beyond doubt the work 
of a man of talent, but it was disjointed and 
fragmentary. The humor was very heavy and 
very heavy. Some one asked: Was not the 
work really a translation? “Sartos Resartus“ 
accordingly was ‘*declined with thanks,“ and 
the intimation given that the author might do 
better some other day. Failing, after several 
efforts, to tind a publisher, Carlyle took his 
book to Fraser’s Magazine, where it appeared 
in parts during the years 1835-84, and at the 
completion of the series was “reprinted for 
his friends.“ No one understood the writer. 
Everybody asked, what does this 
man nean? The editors of the 
magazine were asked Why they pub- 
lished such articles. An English nobleman 
asked when “that series of stupid articles by 
the Tailor would be done.“ By “the Tailor“ 
he alluded to the title of the work, which was 
formed from two Latin words, meahing “The 
tailor retrimmed,” but which Carlyle had 
employed in translating an old song into Lat- 
in, the name of the song being “The Tailor 
Done Over.“ On the whole, it does not ap- 
pear from contemporaneous reading that there 
was any onein England who found it other 
than stupid and absurd. When the book was 
first published Emerson was aimost alone in 
America to express his admiration for it. 
Shortly afterward Carlyle said: “Lhear but 
one voice—the voice from Concord.” The work 
isinthe nature of a philosophical romance 
and purports to contain extractsfrom a book 
on “The Philosophy of Clothes,“ by Godborn 
Devilsdung (Diogenes Teufelsdrockh) born at 
Duckpuddie (Eutephuhl) and a professor at 
the University of Don'tknowhere (Weiss- 
nichtwo). To this compilation of extracts 
are added certain notices of the life and opin- 
ions of Teufelsdrockh, and hence the title, 
The Tailor Done Over.’’ The scope of the 
book is that all forms, creeds and institutions 
are only the garments in which man has 
clothed himself and that for the most part 
those garments are sadly out of repair. 
Dwelling upon the deep significance of social 
vestures the author would have mon look 
through them to the inner essence of souls 
and things. The beginning of all wisdom, he 
suys, is to look fixedly on clothes till they be- 
come transparent. There is much in the 
book that is grotesque in thought and ex- 
pression, but it is remarkable as indicating 
the time when Carlvle first made use of that 
involved, intertwisted and contorted style 
which afterwards became so leading a char- 
acteristic of all his writings. 
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Gypsy Children in Schools. 
From the London News. 

One of the manv difficulties with which the 

School Board authorities have to contend was 
mentioned by Mr, Mundella the other night in 
the House of Commons in answer to a ques- 
tion—namely, the great objection entertained 
bythe laboring classes to the admission of 
gypsy children to the public elementary 
schools. Evenamong the educated classes 
opinions are much divided on the subjeet of 
the gypsy race, and the British peasant may 
well be excused if he takes the illiberal side of 
the question and shares the traditional dis- 
like of his fathers to people who are notorious 
for their lax moralitv in the matter 
of hen-roosts. Hans Breitmann and 
bis followers regard the tawny 
Rommany Chals as nature’s own gentlefolk, 
and would have us believe them incapable of 
any serious moral delinquency. The fact is 
that while the open air life they lead fora 
considerable portion of the year ps oan them a 
healthier tone than most of the laboring class- 
es possess, their domestic habits and heredit- 
ary dishonesty make them not altogether de- 
sirable companions. A lively, mischievous 
boy who has been brought up to look upon 
hens as public property may corrupt a whole 
school. Still it is because their education 
has been so long neglected that they are what 
they are, and we believe thata wholesome 
course of school training, if it does not make 
a model subject of the individual child, can- 
not but have ultimately an ameliorating effect 
upon the race. Gypsy children, will, of course, 
be somewhat more difficult to deal with at 
first than their tamer schoolmates, but neith- 
er Hodge’s prejudices nor the difficulty of 
zetting the children themselves to attend must 
ve allowed to interfere with their right tothat 
education which the Legislature has wisely 
determined to bring within the reach of all.

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A PARISIAN STREET HORROR. ° 
Child Sinks Into à Sewer and 1s 
2 Away Before Its Father's 


Paris Corresponpent London Daily News, Jau. B. 
no fell again this morning. The city ad- 
ministration had it swept offas it fell. The 
process of salting the street has averted ver- 
glas. Since the beginning of the hard weath- 
er the municipality has distributed to the om- 
nibus and tramway companies 620,000 kilo- 


grammes of salt costing 111,000 frances, to be 
used in melting the frost and snow on the. 


roads, and have warned the concierges to do 
the same before their doors. In return the 
companies undertook to seatter it and 
also lent 60 horses towards removing 
the snow. Beautiful wintry weather effects 
are to be found in the parks and gardens. All 
Paris has been deeply stirred by the shocking 
fate of a little girl of 9, Georgette Babin, the 
only child of a prosperous green-grocer of the 
Rue Beizunce. She attended a day school, to 
which her father every morning took her and 
fetched her back at noon. Two days ago they 
were Walking home hand in hand, rejoicing 
in the bright sunshine which had come out 
after the snowfall. The streets they traversed 
were busy with traffic and squadrons of 
sweepers who were pushing heaps of snow 
towards the sewer-traps, purposely opened 
to receive them. At the corner of the Rue 
Hauteville the child let go her father’s hand 
totighten her muffler. Just then a wagon 
drawn by a restive horse rumbled by. Babin 
instinctively moved backwards, thinking 
his daughter was by his side, but 
when he turned round to look 
for her she had disappeared.. It was evident 
that in backing out of the horse’s way she had 
fallen into a yawning sewer which was of 
great depth. Cries for help were heard for u 
moment and then ceased.]The child had ctung 
doubtless to the edge of the subterranean 
platform and had then been swept away by 
the force of the current. which was swift and 
swollen. The sweepers who flocked around 
could scarcely restrain Babin from jumping 
in after his child, who must have been in- 
stantly drowned. ‘The district fire brigade 
was summoned and came immediately, but 
too late, the Police Commissary of the quarter 
telegraphed to the overseers of sewers to 
watch all the gratings between the Rue 
Hauteville and Asnieres. A fireman was 
lowered with ropes into the sewer and re- 
mained immersed for twenty minutes. Oth- 
ers ran along the platform to explore, but un- 
availingiv. The poor child’s body has not 
been caught by anv of the gratings and may al- 
ready be devoured by rats. It appears that 
on the day this tragedy,occurred three ladies 
in different parts of Paris narrowly escaped 
falling into the sewers, the traps of which, 
when opened, are rarely if ever guarded by 
men charged to keep off the unwary. 

Operations in the sewers are conducted un- 
der the eves of the city engineers. Whenever 
symptoms of ice appear below, bags of salt 
are — into the current, great care being 
taken to prevent the stoppage of the drains, 
and especially the congealing of the snow car- 
ried through them. An immense store of salt 
was laid in since last winter at ajeost of eizh- 
teen centimes the kilogramme, and supplied 
by the refuse of tanneries and other factories. 
Kcur workmen employed to empty snow wag- 
ons into the sewer, which was fatal to the 
child, write to their employers that when they 
were approaching the sewer witha load,a 
man, accompanied by a little girl of nine, 
wanted to pass close tothe wagon. The fore- 
man cried loudly: Don't gothere,“ but he 
went on. The child followed him, but her 
foot slipped and she fell into the sewer. The 
father cried: My child!“ and all was over. 
This certificate is signed by four workmen,who 
give their addresses.

No Secre- 
tary works ionger or more diligently at his 
department, and no citizen of Washington 
more thoroughly enjoys the joys of home life 
than CarlSchurz. Music is his favorite re- 
laxation, and he enjoys playing on the piano, 
while some of his children accompany him 
with their well-trained voices. Schurz was 
Sumner’s bosom friend, and after the death of 
the great champion of the African race the 
State of Massachusetts selected him to deliver 
the eulogy on his departed friend. This,con- 
sidering the wealth of orators and literati 
around Boston, was a high compli- 
ment, but deserved, as it was appreciated. 
Now the ‘‘unco gude“ (as Burns would have 
called them) are vexed because Schurz will 
not permit them to indulge in their humani- 
tarian notions about the Poncha Indians, and 
these same men of Massachusetts have turned 
their backs on Sumner’s friend to believe a 
mere adventurer and a half-breed girl. The 
idea that a man of his intellect is tao be Weigh- 
ed against the firm of “Tibbles and Bright 
Eyes,” traders in credulity and oar 
is nota pleasant one, especially when it is 
Masachusetts which hold the scales. Schurz 
will probably resume his editorial pen at St. 
Louis after his emancipation from the daily 
drudgery of the Interior Department, al- 
though he has a great desire to take his four 
children to Germany forafew years. Revo- 
lutionist, soldier, editor, Secretary and Sena- 
tor, he has displayed a sagacious intellect, a 
humane purpose, a firm will and courage. His 
only comparative failure on either side of the 
Atlantic was when he passed a winter here as 
a correspondent of a New York daily paper. 
His habit of careful and thorough thought left 
him behind the vivacious, quick-witted young 
men who were his rivals, and he was beaten 
in the race for news every time. 


A Wonderful Winter. 
From the New York Sun. 

This winter is one of exceptional severity 
in Europe as well as in all parts of the United 
States. People have been accustomed to con- 
gratulate themselves inthe milder climate of 
the States and Territories of the Pacific coast, 
where the air is so tempered by a warm cur- 
rent from the shores of Japan that snow and 
ice are rarely seen there; but this year they 
are greater sufferers than we on the colder 
Atlantic. While the States east of the Rocky 
Mountains have experienced the discomforts 
of severe cold, on the other side of that range 
there has been immense destruction of prop- 
erty by floods that have surpassed in extent 
anything ever recorded before. The devasta- 
tion caused along the line of the Central Pa- 
cific and in the valley of the Sacramento has 
been announced by telegraph, but later re- 
ports from Oregon show that also in one of 
the choicest farming regions of that produc- 
tive State there has been serious and wide- 
spread disaster. Meantime we hear that in 
parts of Mexico persons have frozen to death: 
that in Holland the dykes have been swept 
away by the sea and a whole province inun- 
dated, causing great loss of property and 


‘much suffering; that in London there have 


been floods and snow storms that necessitated | 
a temporary suspension of all business and 
inflicted damage to the extent of ten million 
dollars; that in Russia large colonies of Ger- 
mans have been reduced to extreme destitu- 
tion, and that in France the military have 
been called out to assist in clearing the roads. 
This is an extraordinary list of calamities 
from storm and winter’s cold, and will doubt- 
less be regarded by some as a fulfillment of 
the predictions that serious disturbances of 
the element would be occasiond this year in 
consequence of the position of the planetary 
bodies, while those who have announced 1881 
as the date of the end of the world will doubt- 
less begin to set their houses in order.

The story of Ignazio Genuardi, whilom ba- 
ron, senator, and “Sulphur King,“ of Sicily,

of Committini. The land so bought turned 
out to contain a valuable sulphur deposit, the 
working of which brought the postman’s 
family immense Wealth. Ignazio amassed a 
fortune, which is said to have amounted to 
three millions sterling, was created a baron 
and senator, and obtained sufficient influence 
to secure for his son, Who was in the priest- 
hood, a bishop’s mitre. With his immense 
werlth he contrived to make himself so highly 
popular that he never roturned from the ex- 
ercise of bis sentorial functiohs in Rome wiht- 
out being feted asif he were a prince. 
hut a change cgme. The son ofthe postman 
thirsted to be a leader of society, and spent 
enormous sums in the attempt to gratify this 
desire. He was aided by certain friends in 
dissipating his wealth, and to such an extent 
that he not only spent every cent, but became 
deeply involved and was made bankrupt. He 
was also arrested for fraud, was tried, and 
was sentenced to imprisonment. The effect 
of this reverse of fortune was to turn him 
into a hopeless lunatic, and to convert his for- 
mer admirers into abusive enemies. Formerly 
Genuardi was tothe people of Gigenti “the 
honest and rich capitalist,” and ‘‘*benefac- 
tor.’? Now he is “the swindler Genuardi, who 
never had a sovereign of his own to fly with.“ 
Formerly he was “the shrewd, the accom- 
plished, the scholarly;” now he is “the dull 
Rockband who got himseif made a Senator 
when he was hardly fit for the post of usher,”’ 
andis, to boot, one of the most wretched in- 
mates of a lunatic asylum. 


Adulterations in Food. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The adulteration of our food, drink, and 
medicines, Which it is now sought to prevent 
by National legislation, has already attained a 
surprising magnitude. Experience warrents 
the belief that if not efficiently checked it will 
be much more extensive inthe future than 
now. The work of adulteration is one of 
growth. It begins ina small way and ends 
nowhere. In coffee, for example, a third of a 
century ago it was adulterated with chicory to 
the extent of about two and a half pounds to 
the hundred. From that point it grew in a few 
years to fully fifty per cent. Then the chicory 
itself was subjected to adulteration, and now 
itis not impossible to obtain samples of so- 
called coffee which does not contain more than 
twenty-five per centofthe genuine article. 
Even the man who buys his coffee in the berry 
is liable to receive a villainous admixture of 
real berries with other stuff which has been 
molded into the true shape but contains none 
of the true material. Parties in the trade can 
remember when five per cent of adviteration 
in pepper was about as much as was consider- 
ed safe; and now the bogus amountsin the 
worst cases, to not far from nine-tenths of 
the whole. Andin these, as well as other 
cases too numerous to mention, viler stuff is 
now used as a subsitute, than people dared to 
employ at the outset. Thereis nolimit to 
fraud when once it is started; or at least the 
limit is only reached on the utter extinction of 
the genuine article. That limit has already 
been touched in the case of notafew drugs; 
it is nearly reached in the manufacture of arti- 
ficial honey: and sugar and butter are already 
far gone in the process of deterioration. Sure- 
ly itis time to stop. The greed which would 
amass riches at the risk of causing disease and 
death to thousands, has had§play enough. It 
has become a question of self-preservation to 
the great mass of consumers. They must die 
if the adulterators be premitted to ply their 
nefarious arts much longer. Let us call a halt 
along the whole line—and at once.

living in village communities, which since the 
end of the Spanish rule, have been constant!“ 
encroaching onthe private property lying 
near them, und which they seem likely wlti- 
mately to possess through the inability of the 
Government to protect the lawful owners. 
They ure, moreover, comparatively healthy 
and fruitful, while the Creoles, even with an- 
nual accessions from Spain, are diminishing 
in number.

The States have tariffs against each 
other, which, though the revenue fails to pay 
the cost of collection, afford 
plenty of places for **workers,” that, like the 
Governorships and other higher offices, are 
practically filled by the politicians of the eapi- 
tal. Like the Orientals, the Mexican re- 
gards the office not as a post of duty but as a

Mr. Fred Engelhardt’s Prince of Whales 
yesterday instituted his reception, which will 
continue during the remainder of this week 
and all of next at his palace, near the corner 
of Twentieth and Clark avenue. His highness 
is transported from place to place on two 
large railroad cars. These were run up a 
side track at the above _ locality and 
about them the exbibition house 


was built. There was nothing in the weather 
last night to attract visitors, but the novelty 
of this exhibition draws crowds to the whale 
house. His monstrosity covers aspace over 
sixty feet long and fifteen feet wide, and is so 

laced that he can be viewed with ease. The

THE TELEPHONE WAR. 


Estimate of the Enormous Earnings of 
the Company. 

Mr. I.. E. Southern, the Chairman of the 
Merchants’ Committee, presided at the meet- 
ing held this afternoon. There was a discus- 
sion as to the profits of the Telephone Com- 
pany, aud the following rough estimates were 
«uoted, showing that the company had no 
necd to change $80 a vear for service. 
There are about 5,000 instruments in use in 
st. Louis, Which at $100 apiece bring the com- 
pany an annual income of $500,000. To be de- 
ducted from this are the following items: The 
wires Of which there are about 5,000 miles, at 
Sita mile and Ma mile for putting them up. 
The most of these are on house tops; six miles 
A poles, 40 poles 10 the mile at a cost of 
S10, cach including putting them down. 
There is a royaliy onthe patents which in- 
<ludes the rent of the instruments, S18 u year 
cach, paid by the company tothe Bell Tele- 
phone owners. The office expenses are $3,000 
u year for manager; $1,200 for the foreman; 
four men at 720 a year; ten boys at 00a 
year. The wear andtearof wire and other 
repairs estimated atten percent. This sum- 
med up makes $100,000 for wire and building 
line, 80,000 for instruments and royalty; #2,- 
400 for poles; $10,080 for office ex- 
benses: $10,000 for wear and tear, 
and = $27,020 for incidentals, making 

a total in round figures of $250,000. This 


shows that if the present company with 5,000 


customers had every mile of wire destroyed 
they cofild rebuild and pay all expenses and 
theh just double their money every year. It 
js reasonable to say that after making the most 
liberal allowances for, extravagant manage- 
ment, destruction by storms and _ fires the 
<ompany more than double their outlay after 
paving all the cost of erecting lines. They can 
declare a dividend of 100 per cent on their cap- 
ital of $00,000 every year.

LEONARD’S TESTIMONY. 

George Leonard, the man supposed to have

BELT’S REPORT TO ARMSTRONG. 

One of the worst phases of the developments

The manner in Waich the 
information reached him was thus: Beltisa 
comparatively new member of the foree. He 
belongs to an old and Tespected family. Some 
six months ago or later he was assigned to 
this work of prosecuting the gamblers and 
lottery men and soon became well 
acquainted with the parties he was under 
instructions to look alter.

TODD’S RECORD. 

Todd did special work during the greater 
part of Vice-President Armstrong’s adminis- 
tration. Hewas employed by Col. Armstrong 
and paid out of the special appropriation for 
the expenditure of Which the Vice-President 
has to give no account. Todd’s duty was to 
spot the regular members of the department 
and report delinquencies to the Vice-Presi- 
dent. He was also employed on any secret 
mission the Vice-President might have. In 
this capacity he became known to the force, 


and after learning who he was 
they put up all sorts of jobs 


and succeeded in making him generally mis- 
erable. He got tired of the secret service and 
was sworninas a regular member. After 
that he was one on the gambling and lottery 
cases most of the time. Todd has had at least 
one long sitting with the Grand Jury at which 
he was questioned very closely as to the orders 
he received from Vice-President Armstrong 
about the prosecution of the gamblers and 
lottery people. Sofaras known he is the 
only one of the quartet who has had an exam- 
ination. Todd was on the witness stand about 
ten days ago. 
BILLY BAILEY. 

The man to whom the incarcerated officers 
attribute their misfortune chiefly is Billy 
Bailey. He is a young man, well known about 
town. At one time ne was baggage master on 
the Missouri Pacific. The charge that is re- 
ferred to as existing against Bailey in Ken- 
tucky is horse stealing, but there is nothing 
more tangible about it than a floating rumor. 
The officers under the arrest are very bitter 
toward Bailey and claim that he has been used 
as a spy on their movements. Grimes offered 


at one time to take Bailey’s pho- 
tograph to Kentucky and see if 
he was really wanted there, but 


the proposition was declined which may be 
taken as evidence that the head of the depart- 
ment did not believe there was anything in 
the rumor more than an attempt to impair 
Bailey’s usetulness. At any rate since then 
he has seemed to enjoy the confidence of his 
superiors and has been Sergeant Sam Boyd’s 
chief helper in the war recently inaugurated 
by Vice-President Boland on the crooked 
Classes. 


As a man about town he gained ac- 
quaintances and information about crook- 
edness which the department is 
making available. Grimes says he told 


Boyd that Bailey wasn’t to be depended on, 
and that Boyd said if he caught Bailey doing 
anything crooked he would break his neck;

GRIMES’ LETTER TO THE BOARD. 

The following is Officer Grimes’ letter of 
resignation to the Board: 
To the Hon. Board of Police Commisioners: 

GENTLEMEN—I hereby tender my _ resigna- 
tion as a member of the Metropolitan force of 
St. Louis. My reason for so doing, are these: 


— 


In doing my duty as a police officer, I arrested 
some high-toned prostitutes who promenade 
Chestnut street; and when Iwas put on the 
gambling business I made no distinction be- 
tween square and brace houses. Therefore my 
funds were shut off, and I was placed ona 
beat in the Southwest corner of the district, 
where it cost me from $6 to W per month ex- 
tra, and otherwise inconvenienced a great deal. 
Yours respectfully, 
A. C. GRIMES. 

Grimes also tells of a talk he had with Com- 
missioner Kinkead about Bailey in which he 
told of the Kentucky scrape and also asserted 
that Bailey had been in the employ of Bob 
Pate and ought not to be trusted. Kinkead 
replied that it was sometimes necessary to 
employ a thief to catch athief. Grimes told 
Kinkead he thought it was bad policy, for if 
the citizens knew the board had adopted it, 
they couldn't tell when a policeman passed 
the house whether he was a thief or not. 

Grimes then repeated to Mr. Moffett this 
N and reports the interview as fol- 

ows: 

„Mr. Moffett said he would sanction no such 
doctrine as that, and when he. was convinced 
Bailey was crooked he should drop him. List 
evening at five p.m. I told him to bring Mr. 
Bailey up, I had two men who would be on 
hand in fifteen minutes to testify that they 
visited him in jail. One gave & to him for 
tobacco money and the other employed a law- 
ver for him, and he got bond and skipped and 
his partner got two years. Mr. Moffett said 
they would then drop him. Moffett is a square 
man, but Boland is letting some old friends 
pullthe wool over his eyes, and Kinkead is 
merely a bump on a log, lay whichever way 
he is jolted.” 

Continuing, Grimes said: ‘I told Sam Boyd 
long since he had a bad companion in Bailey, 
and he had better cut loose from him, but they 
stuck like wax. Sam Bovd,I believe, is the 
cause of my and Todd’s arrest, and also the 
removal of Fenlon and Scully, knowing we 
were all on to Builey.’?

The Aspect of the River This Morn- 
ing. 


All Danger Past, and Navigation to Be 
Resumed Saturday. 


The gorged gorgeousness of the harbor of 
St. Louis still continues, although the ice is 
racing by at the rate cf five and a half miles 
an hour. Standing on a wharfboat and look- 
ing atthe laden stream, the first impression 
one receives is, that a great Charlotte Russe 
factory is at work up stream. From shore to 
shore the river is filled with ice-cakes, few of 


them more than a few feet 
in diameter, and all of them 
frosted and ornamented with snow and 


| ground ice. To appreciate the power of the 
floe one must have seen the start yesterday 
when pieces, acres in extent, went grinding 
and tearing by, these remnants of which the 
stream is full to-day, are the relict of just 
such fields-of ice. The process of tritura- 
tion has been complete and the cakes have 
broken each other down until the danger point 
has passed. The character of the river, too,has 
changed in the last day or two, instead 
of the smoky warm moist fog there is nowa 
clear and alsnost cutting breeze from the 
North.

We pushed right at the upper 
Lorge, however, and broke through—all but 
the John B. Maude, which ran down to Ca- 
-rondelet and laid up behind the doeks. 
The Providence, Greenville, St. Genevieve 
and Illinois laid up just by the Arsenal, and 
then the big gorge came. Our position was

The damage done by the gorge was incon- 
siderable, two wharfbouts were sunk at a loss 
of $3,200, another wharfboat belonging to Mr. 
Sam C. Clubb was damaged $500 worth. The 
city slop-boat has been injured not more than 
$300 worth. 

The ice on the Mississippi is beginning to 
move out. There is the unprecedented 
amount of fifteen feet of water on the rap- 
ids above Keokuk, and at McGregor’s Land- 
ing the river has six feet. The gorze has 
broken at Hannibal, and the Illinois River is 
booming bank full with the ice breaking up 
everywhere along it.

Below Clarksville there was a movement in 
the ice, but it stopped again before it reached 
Clarksville. 

Intelligence received from the Missouri 
shows the ice still unmoved -at Wyandotte, a 
short distance above Kansas City. 

The river is rising steadily. About eighteen 
feet of water on the gauge at noon, a rise of 
nine feet since yesterday morning. 

Up tolast night the Des Moines, below Keo- 
kuk, had risen one foot, andthe ice in the 
Mississippi gave no sign of breaking up. 

It is believed that boats will begin to load 
for the South on Saturday or Monday. The 
Underwiter’s embargo which is still attached 
3 on Change, is dated Decem- 
ver 28.
